Cut Down by a Train on the 


Pennsylvania Railroad. 


OTHERS ARE SERIOUSLY INJURED. 


Wer« Employed oo tbe Railroad. 


Stepped Out of the War of On* Trulo In 
Front of Another Banning; In Opposite 


Direction—FOB »ud Smoke Ob.icured the 
View, t 
• . 


New York, Nov. 18.—Eleven trackmen 


were killed and a number of others in- 
lured more or ksss seriously on the Penn- 
iyivania railroad. n<ear the Hackensack 
Bridge, just outside or Jersey City, this 
Horning, by being1 run down by a train. 
The accident was due to a heavy fog 
which prevailed on the Hackenuacli 
meadows. The men had been working 
on the west bound track.and had stepped 
to the other track, to allow a train to 
jass, wh<3«i an east bound train plunged 
into the group and scattered them right 
ind left. Owing to the noise of the west 
sound train and the fog the workmen 
had no warning of the approach of the 
east bound train until too late to escape. 
The bodies of the men killed were 
tirouRht to the Jersey City m.orgue, and 
the injured taken to hospitals in that 
city. 


Those killed were: Michael Lawless, 


Joseph Colleaselo, An&elo Pigo, Frank 
Rondisiski, Frank Dukiskie. Thomas 
Dougherty, Joseph Simenskl. Joseph 
Broskie. Nicholas Roach, Joseph Smith 
and an unknown man. 


Of th« injured. Frank Schwaskl will 


probably die, and Frank Wangan is In n 
critical condition. 


The dead men all lived in Jersey City, 


close to the Pennsylvania railroad. Law- 
.i-ss. Dougherty, Roach and Smith were 
Irish, and the other victims were either 
Poles or Italians. Dougherty was the 
man supposed to be on guard, to look 
out for the approaching trains. }ie was 
i, considerable distance up 
th<? track 


'rom the gang of laborers, and his body 
Is said to have been hurled 90 feet. 


The unknown man who was killed had 


been put to work this morniing In place 
of one of the men who had not reported 
(or work. Those who were not injured 
were at work at the side of the track, 


The train which ran into the gang o{ 


workmen was a locai from Milltown, 
due In Jersey City at 8;20 a. m. The fog 
tiad delayed th« train,and Engineer John 
Van Ostrand was endeavoring to make 
up ilme. Suddenly the engine jarred, 
and then, the engineer says, the cries 
of the men fell on his ears. He brought 
tils train to a etop, and the passengers 
got out and aided the trainmen in search- 
es for the lx>diea of the victime. 


This was not an easy task, for the fog 


had not lifted, and th-ey had to feel their 
way. It waa learned that a train had 
passed on the west bound track a few 
minutes before the accident. 'The smoke 
frojn'the engine (settled pver' the east 
[>pund traclt, and the rumble of t|>e cars 
preventec) the worknvein from hearing 


approach of the other train, Al- 


together there were 20 men in the gang, 
and It is reported that not one escaped 
Injury. They were in charge of Foreman 
William Cork of Jersey C|»y. 


soon as the news of the accident 


reached Jws*y CHy the Pennsylvania 
pfficlalR went to the meadows and su- 
perintended the removal ot the dead and 
injured. Doctors Falson and McGill ^pre 
the first physicians to arrive on (he 
•cone, but others \s*ho had been sum- 
moned responded promptly. All went 
to work on the injured men to make 
them as comfortable aa possible on the 
journey to the Jersey City hospitals. 


The accident caused much excitement 


in and about Jersey City, and crowds at 
once hastened to the scene. When the 
engine that killed the men reached this 
city the cowcatcher and pilot were red 
with blood. A severed hand lay on thi: 
cowcatcher. 


William Quirk.the foreman of the 


of workmen, made thia statement :=

bodies reached the Pennsylvania rail- 
road yards in Jersey City. Many of the 
wives and relatives of the dead were be- 
side themselves with grief. Half a dozen 
women were overcome, and had to be 
taken home by the poUcc.

victim and bringing considerable blood- 
Dr. Belck fell and feigned death. Two 
more shots were fired at him, one shav- 
ing his neck. Thpn the robbers punched 
him severely with the butt of tihe gun. 
to make sure he was dead, and being 
persuaded of this left him. 


After a time Dr. Belck got up and went 


to fi near Koordish village, where his men 
joined him. After a little, borrowing a 
coat and overcoat, the doctor resumed 
his journey, this time toward Eljivas. 
Just after dark, pretty near Eljiva-s. a 
party of 19 mounted outlaws were await^ 
Ing him, but in the dark, with his mili- 
tary coat and

handkerchief 


bound about his head he passed without 
being recognized. 


The robbers were discovered some two 


hours before 
Dr. Belck's party ap- 


peared by two men of his company, who 
iiad gone in advance. A villager who 
wag riding a donkey just ahead of trios** 
men was shot for t/h« fun of the thing 
apparently, but the men, putting tliei'r 
horsyp to a run, escaped-, the robbers 
evidently not wishing to attract atten- 
tion until the expected prey had been 
secured,
